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n 1953, according to the A.D.A. sur- 
vey of dental practice, the median 
net income of the individual dentist 

in the U. S. was $9,961. Net income is 
the income after 

business expenses 

but before payment 

of federal income 

taxes. The median 

income is obtained 

by ranking the in- 

comes from the low- 

est to the highest, 

and then taking the 

income above which 

and below which 

Dr. Korf half the income 
falls. The median is not greatly influenced 
by the unusually high or low incomes re- 
ported, it is more typical of the group, 
and thus gives us a more accurate picture 
of the problem. Now let us see how long 
it took the average dentist to make this 
income of $9,961. According to these same

A.D.A. studies, the dentist worked 44 
hours per week, and worked 48 weeks 
per year. He therefore worked 2112 hours 
per year and dividing this figure into his 
net income he was getting paid approxi- 
mately $4.75 per hour. Today, plumbers, 
plasterers, and electricians do just about 
as well and when they work overtime, 
they do considerably better. 

Now please keep these figures in mind 
as I ask a question. “Why did you enter 
the profession of dentistry?” and I think 
your honest answer might be twofold: 

1. A hope that you would make a good 
living without long, arduous hours spent 
doing it. 

. A sincere wish to render a service in a 
healing profession, and to contribute 
something really worthwhile to your 
community. 

The figures I have just shown make 
it pretty obvious that we are not doing 
so well on reason #1, and now I wish to 
discuss reason # 2. 

Until now, dentistry as a healing pro- 
fession supposedly dedicated to preven- 
tion and education, has put more of 
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premium upon the replacement of teeth 
than upon their conservation. In most 
offices today it costs as much or more to 
extract a tooth than it does to save one, 
and it certainly costs more to replace a 
space with an artificial tooth than it does 


to save and restore a natural one. For 


the most part we are still failing to edu- 
cate the community and our own patients 
to the great value of a preventive ap- 
proach to modern dentistry. Are we really 
performing the health services of which 
we are capable? Are we ourselves pre- 
ventively oriented? In the main I’m 
afraid the answer is no. So you see, it ap- 
pears that we have missed and are missing 
the boat on both counts: 

Now then, how can we-get “back on 
the track” to the fulfillment of our pro- 
fessional responsibilities, and at the same 
time insure ourselves a more realistic 
financial return (considering the money 
and time we have spent in our pre-dental, 
dental, and postgraduate education, a 
return of $4.75 per hour seems far from 
realistic or adequate) ? 

The beauty of my answer this morning 
is that both these goals are completely 
compatible with the highest ethical and 
professional standards, and I feel that 
the answer and the achievement of these 
goals is to be found in the field of den- 
tistry for children for the general practi- 
tioner. 

Public health personnel, and dental 
school educators generally agree that 
pedodontics properly practiced is truly 
synonymous with preventive dentistry, for 
until we know how to prevent dental 
caries with some chemical or wonder 
drug, our greatest obligation is to fill the 
small cavities in children’s teeth. For 
when you restore a small cavity properly 
there is little likelihood of pulp involve- 
ment, subsequent extraction, loss of space, 
and finally collapse and/or mutilation of 
the dental arch. 

Here, too, is also a way of practicing 
dentistry for the man in a general prac- 
tice (average in ability—but above aver- 
age in conscientiousness and honesty) to 
net over $20,000 a year and still work 
less than 40 hours per week. Do I make 


it sound easy? Well, it is. There are no 
tricks, no gimmicks, but there are some 
qualifications, and this morning I would 
like to discuss these qualifications in an 
orderly manner, and take you step by 
step not as a theorist, but as a clinician 
who has seen these methods work not only 
in his own office but in many other offices 
throughout the country. 

There is one point I would like to make 
very clear before I begin. There is not 
only one way to do a thing, and what I 
shall describe this morning is not the 
only way to run an office. It is, however, 
one way which I know will work if you 
give it a try. Other approaches, depend- 
ing upon your personality and what 
makes you feel comfortable in your office, 


_ may also achieve the same results. The 


fundamental principles will remain the 
same, however, no matter what the words 
you say or how you say them. 

I realize that this is to be a paper on 
economics and you are interested in hear- 
ing some actual figures but please bear 
with me a few minutes while I discuss the 
principles and factors upon which these 
financial results will depend. 

Think for a moment that a successful 
dental practice is something like an ice- 
berg. The part which you see above the 
surface is only about one-eighth of the 
total mass and may be likened to the 
fees you receive for your services. This 
obvious part which you can touch and 
which is often beautiful and most pleas- 
ing to behold will quickly melt away and 
disappear if it does not rest upon a sound, 
solid foundation. So, too, will your prac- 
tice—it must have a sound base, it must 
be the solid seven-eighths which you 
can’t see, but which must be there to build 
the tangible and material things you hope 
and wish for. 

If dentistry for children is such a dedi- 
cated service and offers such a fine finan- 
cial return, why then are not more men 
doing it? I think there are four funda- 
mental reasons: 


1. A lack of understanding on the part of 
the dentist of the child’s emotional 


growth and development and, therefore, . 
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an inability to control the child (and 
himself) in the dental situation. 

2. A lack of knowledge and therefore an 
inability to perform the actual dental 
techniques peculiar to pedodontics. 

3. An inability to know how to educate the 


parents as to the great value of dentistry 
for their children. 


4. A traditional feeling that “dentistry for 

children does not pay.” 

The first three factors are mutually in- 
terdependent, and if you cannot master 
them all equally the whole structure col- 
lapses. Briefly, this is how they work to- 
gether. If you can understand the child, 
why he may act the way he does, then 
most of your apprehension and im- 
patience will be transformed into patience 
and tolerance. You can objectively begin 
to guide the child into higher levels of 
self-reliance and self-control. Only when 
you have a manageable, cooperative pa- 
tient is good technical dentistry possible. 
Now when you know that you can pre- 
pare and place a good amalgam restora- 
tion, one with proper extension, and com- 
plete caries removal, then and only then 
can you begin to educate the mother as 
to the value of diet, proper oral hygiene, 
and know that, barring some very un- 
usual unforeseen accident, your amalgam 
will stay in. : 

How silly and wasteful it is to tell 
parent all the important reasons for tak- 
ing care of her child’s teeth and then a 
few months later have broken or fallen 
out amalgams, toothaches, and extrac- 
tions. You can’t begin to educate, until 
you can deliver the goods. This is funda- 
mental, this is basic. 

For only when you have taught the 
parent to appreciate the value of a pre- 
ventive approach will you find a willing- 
ness to pay your fee. There are too many 
parents today who have the feeling, “why 
should I pay more than a few dollars for 
a silver filling, it soon falls out, and pretty 
soon the tooth has to be extracted.” 

This morning I will not discuss tech- 
niques at all, but I would like to say a 
few words concerning management and 
to point out a few of the pitfalls the 
dentist may stumble into concerning con- 
trol of the situation. Taken one by one 


they may not seem important, but to- 
gether they make for the beginning of a 
solid foundation in child parent educa- 
tion. 
The timing of appointments for chil- 
dren is a very important factor and some- 
times it may well be the balance that tips 
the scales from failure to success. Do not 
schedule late afternoon appointments for 
young children. After school is not the 
time to see these youngsters. They have 
been sitting all day, they are tired and 
what they need is activity and play. They 
will be restless and irritable in your den- 
tal chair. Explain this to the mother when 
she first calls for an appointment. Cer- 
tainly saving a tooth is more important 
than missing part of a morning of school 
and impress upon the mother that we 
want to see her child when he is at his 
best, so that dentistry can be pleasant 
and easier for him. Save your Saturdays 
for the mothers of children who work, or 
the kids that come from longer distances. 
As an explanation for this is made to the 
mother, she invariably sees the logic be- 
hind your reasoning and now a very im- 
portant thing is happening: you are be- 
ginning to set the tone for your future 
relationships, you are controlling the 
situation, and you are beginning to edu- 
cate the parent. This mother is getting 
the impression (subtly or not) that this 
is not just an ordinary dentist who is 
going to fill a cavity in a tooth, but here 
is a professional man who is just as con- 
cerned with her child as a human being 
as he is with treating her child dentally. 
Another point where control and edu- 
cation are most important is right at the 
start, at the first visit. The importance of 
the first visit has been greatly emphasized 
by others and rightly so for the emotional 
and dental tone for all future visits will 
be largely set at this time. This is when 
the education of the parents is greatly 
elaborated upon and this is the occasion 
when your control of the situation ‘is 
fortified or lost. I continue to speak of 
control, for it is control of the child and 
control of the parents’ dental thinking 
that is the difference between success and 


failure in your practice. 
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Now a few words about the emotional 
growth and development of the child. 
We as adults all become more_or less 
anxious about new situations, and we 
worry about how we shall be accepted by 
new faces, and we certainly are all con-. 
cerned when some physical procedure 
threatens us. Think then how a small 
child must feel at his first trip to the 
dentist when he can not even express his 
deep feelings in terms of vocabulary and 
his life experiences have been so meager 
that he often has not the slightest idea 
what is going to happen to him in this 
new strange place. And so often he gets 
the wrong idea from well meaning adults, 
or from unthinking playmates. 

The child’s fears to himi are very real, 


and his anxieties are greatly magnified. 


Put yourself in this small child’s place 
and try to remember how he is feeling, 
for many children who outwardly appear 
calm are often pretty tense inside. Since 
this is not a paper on child management, 
we will not go into a detailed discussion 
of how to handle the crying, fearful child, 
or the temper tantrum child, but I think 
a few general remarks are in order. 

You must give every child a clear-cut 
explanation of the situation in terms 
which he can understand. You must tell 
him what you are going to do and what 
is expected of him and when he is in the 
chair for the first time, it is well to show 
(when feasible) the instruments you ex- 
pect to use and let him feel them on his 
finger or hand. Try to use words which 
are in his realm of knowledge, and words 
which have no fearful connotation to him, 
Call an explorer a toothpick, call a bur 
a little steel toothbrush, etc. 

We have heard for a long time now, 
that children have certain needs; the 
need to be loved, the need to feel wanted, 
etc. Well there is another need that is 


not discussed as often, but this need is the 
need for control. Actually a child who 
runs wild emotionally in a temper tan- 
trum or hysterics is a very unhappy child, 
and in reality he would prefer that an 
adult makes his decisions for him, and 
he feels more comfortable when the re- 
sponsibilities for his actions are taken off 
his shoulders. As all men who work for 
children will agree, the child who is 
capable of such unfavorable overt be- 
havior (as a temper tantrum) will turn 
out to be one of your nicest and best 
patients, because such a child is also 
capable of extreme favorable overt be- 
havior, when he is controlled in a kind 
but very firm manner. 

The other brief comment I wish to 
make concerning child management is 
the place that praise and encouragement 
have in dentistry for children. We all like 
to be praised, and a child who is making 
a real effort at self-reliance and self-con- 
trol, needs it to a very great degree. Not 
the mushy, insincere type, but the kind 
that says “I know you are scared, but you 
are really trying to help and you are 
doing a good job,” or, “gee John, I know 
this is a little uncomfortable, but you are 
being so brave, I’m really and truly proud 
of you.” Just let a child know he is help- 
ing, let him know you appreciate his ef- 
forts to cooperate, let him know you like 
him, and you will have a wonderful pa- 
tient. If you orient yourself along this 
type of approach, you will have a happy, 
soul-satisfying practice. 

The third aspect of the problem of 
better fees in pedodontics rests squarely 
on parent education. We began our par- 
ent education on the phone when making 
the first appointment, we elaborate upon 
it at the first visit, and generally bring all 
the parts together by the end of the sec-

ond visit. All the main points should be 
well understood by the parents by the end 
of the second visit, so that all future visits 
may be spent concentrating on the den- 
tal procedures. 

With proper parent education several 
concrete results automatically follow: 


1. An understanding between parent and 
dentist as to what needs to be done and 
how this can best be accomplished. 

2. Cooperation of parent in keeping ap- 
pointments at times suggested by dentist. 

3. Appreciation of parent of the value of 
dental service for children and justifica- 

< tion in the parent’s mind for the fee 
charged. 

4. Growth of individual practice because 
of desire for good dentistry. 

5. Growth of dentistry for children as truly 
preventive dentistry. 

Remember, nearly all parents wish to 
do what is right and proper for their 
children but sometimes they must be 
taught, and there is still so much misin- 
formation and ignorance concerning the 
dentition of children, that most parents 
will have little or no appreciation of your 
services for their child, unless this service 
is explained thoroughly and properly. 

Because I feel so strongly that once 
you have educated the parent the dental — 
fees will largely take care of themselves. 
I would like to spend a little more time 
on the fundamentals of parent education. 

This is the time to spread the gospel 
of dental health in all phases of preven- 
tion: interception of malocclusion, proper 
oral hygiene, good diet, and certainly the 
preservation of teeth, but it is at this very 
point that the chain leading to less work- 
ing hours and better fees so often breaks. 

This is one suggested way that might 
be used, it is not the only way, and if 
what follows seems too elemental to you, 
it certainly is not to the mother or father. 
You are the one who must do the explain- 
ing, you are the person to show the par- 
ent what is in her child’s mouth, and you 
will be the one to recognize if bone 
growth or development is not proceeding 
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in a normal way and you must be the 
one to point out (not in an alarmist man- 
ner) the consequences of dental neglect 
in the child. 

When the prophylaxis is finished and 
the x-rays have been taken, I call the 
mother into the room and have her stand 
at the left side of the chair, and in a 
flood light with the teeth dry, I point out 
the obvious cavities to her, at the same 
time showing her which are deciduous 
and which are permanent teeth. Then I 
make it very clear and explicit at what 
ages the primary teeth are lost and this 
nearly always surprises the mother who 
has had the vague idea “all baby teeth 
are lost around 6 or 7.” 

When it is explained that these pri- 
mary molars must give 4-5 years service 
yet, she begins to get a new appreciation 
of their importance. She is also often 
amazed to find permanent 6-year molars 
because after all “he didn’t lose any teeth 
back there.” When you have made it 
clear how long all these molars are to be 
kept, then explain with models or x-rays 
of children who have already lost space 
because of premature extraction, what 
will likely happen to her child when the 
continuity of the arch is broken. I tell 
her how the position of each tooth de- 
pends on the tooth next to it, and losing 
one or more too soon, is like taking out 
part of the foundation of a building 
which then sags badly or even collapses 
entirely. Very often there may be space 
lost in her own child’s mouth already on 
one side—and the other side may be yet 
intact. Take a pair of fine dividers and 
show her at the chairside how wide the 
space is on the intact side, then take the 
divider over to the other side and show 
her dramatically how the space has begun 
to close and explain the process of mesial 
drift. You see, you don’t have to “sell” a 
space maintainer, the parent asks for one, 
and when they see how such an appliance 
may make orthodontia unnecessary there 
is very little discussion about the fee, their 
first question is “how soon can you make 
it?” If space is lost in one quadrant, the 
parent realizes at once, that these other 
teeth had better be saved quickly, so that 
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the “best buy” in

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no more space is lost, and she auto- 
matically gets a new appreciation of the 
value of primary teeth and an apprecia- 
tion of oral growth. 

It is a cardinal rule of medicine that 
infection anywhere in a child’s mouth is 
dangerous, and yet there are still many 
dentists who will advise a mother to 
leave a necrotic or fistulous tooth (or 
teeth) in her child’s mouth because it 
isn’t hurting and because it will help to 
act as a space maintainer. Nothing could 
be more wrong. First of all, a broken 
down tooth does not maintain space, and 
secondly and even more important 
chronic infection in a child’s mouth may 
predispose to lowered resistance to many 
diseases, and especially rheumatic fever. 
From personal experience as dental con- 
sultant at the La Rabida Sanitarium for 
Rheumatic Heart Disease, nearly all chil- 
dren admitted had badly broken down 
mouths and in spite of the great care and 
extensive specific medical therapy, these 
children did not get well until all the in- 
fected teeth were removed. Beta hema- 
lytic strep. organisms may lodge directly 
in the pulp tissues, and it is now believed 
that infected teeth may be a primary 
focus of rheumatic heart disease. So you 
see, you are sitting on a powder keg which 
may explode at any time when you leave 
teeth like this in the mouth. 

Also in any damaged heart condition 
oral infection may lead to subacute bac- 
terial endocarditis, and infected teeth 
may disseminate infection to other vital 
organs. Let’s get infection out of the 
mouth. 


Those of you who work with children 
have also experienced this story. Johnnie 
won’t eat, he lacks pep, he doesn’t sleep 
well, etc. Just look in his mouth and you 
can see why. The teeth hurt, therefore 
he doesn’t eat well and specifically he 
doesn’t eat the nutritious foods that he _ 
needs to grow. He loses sleep because 
of acute or chronic pain, therefore he acts 
tired and pepless all day long. He is often 
under weight and pale. But just get this 
child’s mouth repaired and healthy again, 
then watch him go. He will gain weight, 
begin eating again the foods he should, 
his color improves. 

Just don’t forget to make it clear to 
the mother that oral health and good den- 
tistry for children were responsible for 
this wonderful change. A grateful parent 
is the best evangelist you can have. 

All these factors: decay, eruption and 
resorption times, discrepancies in bone 
growth and development, space mainte- 
nance, infection, relationship of teeth to 
general health should be discussed at the 
first and second visits and the conditions 
which apply to this specific child are 
shown to his mother, so that she now 
realizes the necessity for good dental care. 

Now that we have the child under con- 
trol, now we can do good dentistry, now 
that we have begun to give the mother an 
appreciation of good dental health, we 
are ready to talk about fees. 

No matter what you may think, finan- 
cial return should not be based on 
neighborhood or type of clientele, it 
should be based on patient education and 
service.
